As Nietzsche put it: “One must have chaos in one to 
give birth to a star.” Or as Grundtvig said of himself: “I am 
a ferment, and I am lost once J allow myself to settle down.” 
There is something there that is poles apart from the neurotic 
personality, such as that of Kierkegaard, who wore himself out 


in brooding and doubt and was never able to commit himself 


in the world of action and human relationships. He who has 
within himself tendencies which are not allowed to disrupt the 
whole to which they belong but are constrained to enrich it 
by a process of cross-fertilisation, is the really unified self. 
The onlooker can never make an inventory of such a person’s 
resources, he himself does not know what will become of him, 
for to the end of life he remains open to adventure and, like 
Moses, even in dying rests his eyes on Promised Land.
